Engine of Boat “Cuts 
Out,” Throws Bow of 
Craft Under Water, Lone 
Survivor Reports.

Three Atlanta men were drowned 
and a fourth swam to shore safeiy 
late Sunday afternoon when the pow- 
erful motorboat of R. R. Maley, of 
King’s highway, Decatur, capsized on 
Lake Burton, in Rabun county, car- 
rying Maley, his brother, Raymond, 
and J. Wilson Bell, 42, of 538 Ponce 
de Leon place, to their deaths. 

The bodies had not been recovered 
late Sunday night and the lake was 
being dragged by summer residents 
and Rabun county authorities. 

Samuel H. Benedict, of 225 More- 
land avenue, S. E., an employe of 
the Southern Blue Print Company, 
the sole survivor, told the story of 
the tragedy. 

Benedict said the four men had 
gone on a boating trip up Lake Bur- 
ton and had reached a point three 
miles from the dam. The driver of 
the fast outboard motorboat was pilot- 
ing the craft in circles at a distance 
ef several hundred yards from the 
shore and that for some reason the 
engine suddenly cut out, . Benedict 
said. The front of the boat dipped 
beneath the surface and sank. Ray- 
mond Maley was the pilot. 

Three Sink to Death. 

The Maley brothers and Bell, who 
was foreman of the electrotyping de- 
partment of the Ruralist Press and 
widely known here, were thrown into 


the water, as was Benedict, but the’ 


three were unable to swim ashore. 
Benedict maid he succeeded in reach- 
ing the banks and looked back to find 
that his companions had disappeared. 
All three of the drowned men were 
supposedly good swimmers. 

Benedict said all four’ started 
swimming but that the clothes of the 
others so weighted them down they 
were unable to go far. Seeing their 
distress he hurried to the bank and 
attempted to get a near-by boat to

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—( 
Labot Day, long heralded as a mile- 
stone in the recovery drive, finds 
much of the country blanketed under 
the NRA’s Blue Eagle in America’s 
greatest peace-time mobilization but 
with myriad problems of employer- 
employe relations casting their shad- 
ows ahead. 

So vital, so dominant, has the la- 
bor question become in the recovery 
program that there are many indica- 
tions President Roosevelt will take 


a hand in calming the troubled situa- 
tion soon after his return to the capi- 
tal next week, 

With the highly important bitumi- 
nous coal code still suspended tonight 
upon an old ledge of union or non- 
union controversy, the labor question 
thrusting its way into operation of 
virtually every major code, and 
strikes reported over the nation, offi- 
cials are in general accord that an 
early solution is essential. 

Hugh S. Johnson, the NRA chief- 
tain, yesterday adjourned perempto- 
rily until Tuesday the long discussions 
over union contracts for the bitumi- 
nous coal fields and was to take the 
field tomorrow with others of his 
chief lieutenants to carry the mes- 
sage of the NRA to the nation. 

Significant Address, 

In Chicago he will make what he 
considers one of his more significant 
addresses of the recovery campaign, 
giving an account of his stewardship 
over the move to restore industry.

Labor Day was the date set by 
Johnson for the turning point of the 
recovery campaign, and weeks ago he 
forecast that more than 5,000,000 new 
jobs would have been created by then.

enforcement will be based. 

_ Many firms, the administrator be- 
lieves, are not complying fully with 
the requirements of the Blue Eagle but 
he said “the force that put the Blue 
Eagle there can keep its talons clean.” 

The full machinery for making ef- 
fective the recovery drive has not been

CONSUMERS’ DRE 
HERE THIS WEEK 


2,600 Women Workers 
Will Campaign To Get 
60,000 Housewives of At- 
lanta Under Blue Eagle. 


Impetus gained by several weeks of 
intensive work to sign employers, 
under the Blue Eagle of the NRA 
will be used this week by an army 
of 2,000 women of Atlanta in their 
campaign to sigs the buying power 
of the city—60,000 housewives—to. 
pledges to buy from NRA members. 

Though the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce will continue work in the 
field to sign laggard employers to 
NRA agreements, the main campaign 
closed Friday after more than 5,000 
firms had been contacted. Records 
compiled from the calls showed that 
approximately $5,000,000 annually 
has been added to pay rolls and that 
5,000 new jobs have been created as 
a direct*result of the NRA campaign. 

Mrs. Max E. Land, chairman of the 
woman's division of the campaign, 
has called a meeting at 9:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning when her division 
majors and team captains will as- 
semble at the Wesley Memorial audi- 
torium for final instructions. The 
eampaign will be formally launched 
at a mass meeting of women of the 
city at 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon 
when Miss Mary E. Hughes, chair- 
man of the national NRA woman's 
division, will be the principal speaker. 

Thorough Canvass Planned. 

The 2,600 women workers will can- 
vass the city thoroughly in order to 
sign all consumers to a pledge to buy 
from NRA firms. Miss Allie Mann, 
vice chairman of the women’s divi- 
sion, announced that Atlanta and 
Fulton county teachers had signified 
their readiness to join in the cam- 
paign which is expected to pledge a 
total of more than 60,000 women in 
Atlanta. 

Members of the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce were praised for their work 
in signing employers by Robert F. 
Maddox, chairman of the NRA board 
here. He said they had done excep- 
tionally good work. The Jaycees plan 
to continue their drive until every 
employer is under the banner of the 
Blue Eagle. Many companies with 
special reasons for not signing a 
employing additional help and will 
come under the code as soon as pos- 
sible, Jaycee leaders said. 

Incredsed Buying Noted. 

During the past week-end increased 
buying was noted in Atlanta by mer- 
chants and bankers, who said the 
gains were brought about largely 
through jobs given the unemployed 
under the NRA plan. Mr. Maddox 
prophesied that further increases in 
buying would result as soon as the 
money paid new employes and the in- 
crease of wages to others begins to 
flow in trade channels. Practically 
every keynote business in the city has 
reported an upturn since the national 
recovery act went into effect. 

Suburbs and outlying sections of 
the city will be divided into districts 
and Mrs. Land and her jassistants’ will 
visit all housewives and ‘consumers 
during the next week. Leaders said 
they looked forward to a most suc- 
cessful canipaign, which is expected to 
make Atlanta 100 per cent NRA. 


Four Convicts Escape 
North Carolina Prison 


RALEIGH, Sept. * 3.—(#)\—Four 
prisoners, two of whom were serving 
long sentences for murders, made 
daring escapes from North Carolina’s 
state prison here today. Two guards 
were suspended pending an investi- 
gation. 

The convicts sawed the bars to 
their cell doors on the top tier, ripped 
boards from the prison’s roof and 
dropped to the ground outside four 
floors below on a rope made of sheets. 

Those who escaped were: Roy 
Adams, 21, of Cumberland county, 
sentenced in September, 1932, to 
serve 28 to 30 years for murder; 
Grady Price, 21, of Union county, 
sentenced in February, 1932, to serve 
24 to 27 years for murder; Roy 
Cobb, 23, of Nash county, sentenced 
in December, 1931, to serve ten years 
for assault and robbery; Ben Saw- 
yer, 27, of Halifax county, sentenced

Jubilant labor was ready today to 
salute tomorrow’s rising Labor Day 


sun as the full dawn of a new era 
for the American worker, finding gov- 
ernment, capital and employe joined 
in unprecedented war against econom- 
ic foes. 

Historically significant by virtue of 
the nation’s combined efforts under 
the NRA Blue Eagle to provide jobs 
for all, the usually quiet holiday was 
of added import because it marked 
the end of the first six months of the 
Roosevelt “new deal.” 

The chief executive, 
the capital from the 
quiet of Hyde Park, could count 
numerous signs of advance in his 
campaign to win over the enemies of 
trade and agriculture, which he set 
in motion on March 4. 

Pausing today while the country’s 
millions availed themselves of their 
last fling at summer’s holiday joys, 
chieftains of the nation’s - workers 
called upon labor to join fully into 
a partnership with employers for the 
success of the recovery drive. 

Secretary Perkins, recounting the 
NRA and its objectives, said that if 
advantage of its strength were taken, 
“we should all come out of this strug- 
gle in the good, old-fashioned Ameri- 
can way of victory.”

Cotton production control for fu- 
ture years will be considered at a 
meeting of commissioners of agricul- 
ture of Georgia, Alabama, and North 
and South Carolina, representatives 
of the agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration, and Georgia cotton produc- 
ers to be held at 10 o’elock Tuesday 
morning at the Piedmont hotel, with 
agricultural extension service, pre- 
siding. ‘ 

Called by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, the agriculturists will work 
out a plan whereby the cotton pro- 
duction of the south will be reduced 
in order that the price of the chief 
cash crop: of southern farmers may 
be raised. 

The state commissioners of agri- 
culture will meet at 7:30 o'clock to- 
night at the Ansley hotel to map out 
a program for Tuesday’s session. 4. 
C. Adams, Georgia «commissioner, 
said that federal officials would at- 
tend Tuesday to aid in stopping over- 
production. It is the second chance 
farmers have had to cut cotton crops, 
Secretary Wallace announced. 

The plan for reducing the 1934 
crop and cantrolling the output in 
future years will be presented at the 
meeting Tuesday for suggestions and 
consideration before adoption, Meet- 
ings to pass on the same plan will 
be held Tuesday in Memphis, Tenn., 
and Dallas, Texas, with Cully A. 
Cobb, of Atlanta, in charge of the 
Dallas meeting and Oscar Johnson, 
director of finance, at 
Memphis. 

The recommendations and sugges- 
tions presented at the three meetings 
will be consolidated and co-ordinated 
into a central plan of procedure by 
the agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration immediately following, it 
was said. 

The prospective crop for this year 
is 12,300,000 bales and a carryover 
from last year amounts to approxi- 
mately 12,000,000 bales, enough to 
supply the market for two years, The 
price will drop drastically unless con- 
trol of production is begun, accord- 
ing to officials.

MAGnADO EAGER’ 


“FOR CUBAN TRL 


‘Will Go Back If Safety 
Is Guaranteed,’ Says De- 
posed President. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 3.—(?)—Ger- 
ardo Machado, deposed president of 
Cuba, declared upon his arrival here 
today that We is “willing and even 
eager to go back to Cuba to stand 
either military or civil trial if 
Cuba gives me a_ guarantee of my 
personal safety.” 

He added that he has “no fear of 
any orderly investigation.” 

The former executive arrived aboard 
the liner Lady Rodney from Nassau, 
the Bahamas, where he fled by air- 
plane when his regime was over- 
thrown. 

Dr. Horacio Ferrer, new secretary 
of war and navy in Cuba, last week 
made public an order calling upon 
Machado and several former associ- 
ates—all retired army men—to re- 
turn to active duty. Failing this, the 
statement said, they will be charged 
as deserters. 

(Previously a commission had been 
appointed to investigate the acts of 
former government offieials and bring 
charges if evidence of wrong-doing 
was found.) 

“It was my intention to resign from 
the. presidency of Cuba when I fore- 
saw the present trouble,” Machado 
continued, “but I was not given time 
in which to retire voluntarily. 

“IT expect justice, because I think 
the people of Cuba will realize the 
benefits I have brought to Cuba, par- 
ticularly in balancing the Cuban 
budget, for the first time in years. 
Above all, I want Cuba to/be free and 
independent.” 

He again denied that he and the 
members of his party carried large 
sums of money, explaining: ‘“‘We have 
with us barely sufficient pocket money 
to meet our traveling expenses. All 
my property, real and otherwise, is in 

uba, and I have no money in any 
bank account outside Cuba.”

AT PARTY'S RALLY 


Chancellor Tells Nazis To 
Spread National ' Doc- 
trines But Not To In- 
cite to War. 


EQUALITY PRINCIPLE 


SCORNED BY HITLER 


NUREMBERG, Germany, Sept. 
3.—(UP)—Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler, in his speech to the final ses- 
sion of the nazi convention, flatly 
denied the theory of democracy 
that men are created free and 
equal. 

“Between the lowest and high- 
est human races,” Hitler said, 
“there is a wider gap than between 
the lowest human being and the 
highest order of apes.” 

He declared the world was peo- 
pled today with a conglomeration 
of races but insisted that each had 
distinct and different capacities 
and traits. He developed these 
points in defense of hig theory of 
‘onrifying” the Germanic race of 
all Jewish and other non-Aryan 
traces, declaring the difference in 
races “sometimes is enormous.” 


NUREMBERG, Germany, Sept. 3. 
(UP)—Chancellor Adolf Hitler closed 
the fourth and last day of the tre- 
mendous fourth bienmial nazi party 
convention today with a stirring ap- 
peal to the massed thousands to go 
over the country spreading the gos- 
nel of unity behind the nazi regime, 
and peace in the world. 

“The world must not see here an 
expression to win new laurels on tbe 
battlefield,” Hitler declared in his ad- 
dress to the throngs packing the pic- 
turesque Luithpoldhain field outside 
the town. “The German people are 
aware that no war could gain us 
greater honor than was gained by us 
in the last. 

“It is unnecessary to re-establish 
the honor of our- nation on -the~ bat-., 
tlefield for it never was taken-from u 
there.” os 

The chancellor, his voice shaking 
with. the power of his shouted utter- 
ances and with the emotion of his 
address, flung the challenge for the 
nation’s downfall to leaders after the 
war was lost, and called on the peo- 
ple to support him in his program of 
rebuilding the national spirit. 

Dishonor at Home. 

“Dishonor was visited upon us not 
by the east or the west,” Hitler cried, 
“but by our home soil. But we have 
expunged this dishonor, and this dis- 
play here /shall signify nothing more 
than the great, festive recognition of 
German unity.” P 

The hundreds of thousands who 
listened to his voice stood in vary- 
ing moods of rapt attention one mo- 
ment to frantic, -almost hysterical 
cheering the next. Hitler had diffi- 
culty at times in making himself 
heard, and halted his hoarse shout- 
ing until the tumult passed. 

The fourth and final day of this 
unpreeedented gathering—where Hit- 
ler has been hailed more thunderous- 
ly than any kaiser—began with 
“reveille” at 3:30 a. m.-for the thou- 
sands of nazi storm troopers’. en- 
camped in the suburbs. The day 
broke with a chilly, gray dawn as 
the brown-shirted hordes donned their 
field equipment and started the long 
march to the Luithpoldhain field.

little as he possibly can and deman 
the maximum pay for his shabby serv- 
ice is a doctrine abroad in the land,

Dr. Newton used as his text the 
fourth verse of the ninth book of 
Jobn: “J must work the works of 
Him that sent me, while it is day; 
the night cometh, when no man can 
work.” 


“Pauperism,” he said, “may easily 
become a disease and a_ profession. 
Emergencies . have thrust upon 


“The idea that a man will do “ society the necessity for 


breadlines 
and other organized forms of charity, 
and in such work we_ all gratefully 
unite, but we may well pause to ask 
whether or not we are fair to society 
and to posterity to go on and on with 
a program that invites idleness and 
destroys the basic doctrine of work. 

“President Roosevelt has courageous- 
ly and fearlessly tackled our pres- 
ent dilemma of economic collapse, and 
I am sincerely grateful for his valiant 
leadership and am anxious to render

opinion on the subject. 

It was thrust further to the front 
today by a letter to all members of 
the chamber of commerce by its presi- 
den, Henry I. Harriman, womens 
in no uncertain terms that all indus- 
tries be granted the privilege given 
the automobile business of asserting 
an intention to hire, discharge or ad- 
vance employes without regard to 
union grein mag 

This position by Harriman, who is 
a member of the NRA’s industrial ad- 
visory board, brought him in direct 
conflict with the stand taken by the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the labor advisory board. 

Pointing out the chamber had 
sought a similar interpretation from 
congress, Harriman said that while 
the right of labor to organize should 
not be doubted, this did not mean that 
national unions were paramount. 


Employes May Choose. 


He said the proper interpretation 
was that employes may choose ‘‘wheth- 
er they will bargain individually with 
their employer; whether they will bar- 
gain collectively through company 
unions.” , 

Over the opposition of organized 
labor, other industries are preparing 
to demand this interpretation in their 
codes, as the auto industry did suc- 
cessfully, laying the groundwork for 
further controversy over the trouble- 
some Section 7 of the act. 

Henry Ford, who has not yet indi- 
cated his attitude toward the auto 
code, which becomes effective Tues- 
day, has rested his objections upon 
the collective bargaining requirement 
of the act, giving further point to the 
showdown which is being pressed 
nearer daily. 

In addition to these discordant 
notes: over industrial relations, the na- 
tional labor board under the chair-' 
manship of Senator Wagner, demo- 
crat, New York, has before it already 
for arbitration strikes in various 
parts of the country, with reports of 
others brewing as labur and capital 
stand opposed on their respective 
views of the recovery act. 


HARRIMAN TAKES STAND 
IN FAVOR OF “OPEN SHOP” 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—()— 
The battle between labor and capital 
over the construction to be placed 
upon the provisions of the national 
recovery act was accentuated today by 
a demand from Henry I. Harriman, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, for rec- 
ognition of the “open shop” in in- 
dustry. 

A member of the NRA’s industrial 
advisory board, composed of nationally 
known businessmen, Harriman aligned 
himself squarely against the stand 
taken by the’ labor advisory board 
aan the American Federation of La- 
or. 

In a letter to all members of the 
chamber, Harriman urged inclusion in 
all codes of language similar to that 
placed in the automobile industry’s 
charter asserting an intention to hire, 
discharge or advance employes on a 
basis of merit without regard to union 
or non-union affiliation.

Blood Flag. 

In dedicating 126 new flags of 
regiments throughout the reich, : Hit- 
ler touched each with the “blood 
flag,”’ a blood-stained memento of the 
abortive 1923 ‘“‘putsch” in Munich, 
which he led. A reichswehr battery 
of light artillery then fired 126 sa- 
lutes. 

After the Luithpoldhain demonstra- 
tion, where Hitler spoke briefly, urg- 
ing unity of all Germans in one state, 
the storm troops returned to the 
city, where the chancellor held an- 
other review at midday in the old 
market place. The place was re- 
named Adolf Hitler Platz, in his 
honor, in ceremonies in the presence 
of the diplomatic .guests, members of 
the cabinet, Italian and British 
fascists. ; 

The throngs frantically cheered Hit- 
ler as he stood in a motor car, sur- 
rounded by his personal bodyguard 
of 20 black-uniformed steel-helmeted 
giants. Three of the finest storm 
troop bands played marches as one 
hundred thousand men in brown 
shirts passed their leader, 10 abreast. 
Hitler for hours at a stretch stood 
almost without cessation saluting the 
banners as the units passed. A crowd

-of 700,000 lined the route of march. 


Hitler closed the convention with 
a speech in the festival hall, address- 
ing 17,000 nazi delegates. His talk, 
brief, followed the lines of other 
speakers at the convention. He stress- 
ed the nazi racial policy of one race 
supremacy and urged again unity 
among the German people. 


DANISH PREMIER WARNS 
AGAINST FRONTIER MOVE 

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Sept 
3.—(UP)—Blunt warning was voiced 
tonight by Premier T. A. M. Staun- 
ing that Denmark was prepared to 
withstand, by force if necessary, any 
effort to revise the Schleswig fron- 
tier. 

The premier’s declaration, made 
during a speech at Haderslev, South 
Jutland, obviously was in reply to 
persistent nazi agitation. 

“Anyone can work for a change in 
the law,” the premier said, “but il- 
legal action will meet with hard refu- 
tation from the strong, united will of 
Denmark. 

“We will not be governed by ma- 
chine guns, private police nor corps 
of soldiers. Denmark acknowledges 
the right of other peoples to select 
the form of their own state, but 
wishes to remain democratic.” 

Denmark is a_ constitutional: mon- 
archy, ruled by King Christian.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—(UP)— 
The American Federation of Labor— 
fighting to squeeze every benefit from 
the national recovery act-—faces a 
harder fight on October 2 when its 
delegates meet here to choose a presi- 
dent for the next year. 

This one will be an internal fight. 
Rumblings of the approaching battle 
already are in the air at the NRA 
where labor tirelessly patrols the mar- 
ble ‘corridors, vigilant in the protec- 


tion of its rights. 


The question is: Can William 
Green be re-elected president? 

He thinks he can, and labor’s vic- 
tories under the NRA have enabled 
him to retain much of the following 
that made his election at Cincinnati 
possible last year. But even though 
organized la or has had its victories 
under NRA, there have been defeats, 
and that is where John L. Lewis, 
president: of the United Mine Work- 
ers, comes into the picture. 

Personality. 


He, it is believed, will be Green's 
chief rival for the presidency. The 
differences between the two men, ac- 
cording to impartial observers of the 
labor movement, is one of personali'y 
rather than policy. Lewis is a thick- 
set man with a rumbling voice and 
black hair that waves .majestically 
back from his forehead. His fervor 
is almost evangelical and his speeches 
are crammed with rolling, sonorous 
phrases that stem from the Bible. 

“John made one swell speech,” , 
Deputy Administrator Kenneth Sipip- 
son after a conference at which. th 
non-union bituminous coal opera 
and Lewis sat down together for the 
first time in an attempt to work out 
the basis of a code. It is this ability, 
together with the fact that he has 
brought 90 per cent of the nation’s 
coal miners into his organization,*that 
makes Lewis a likely candidate. 

Green prefers patient negotiation to 
oratory. Even his friends concede he 
is not an inspired platform speaker. 
In these days when Hugh S. John- 
son, Donald Richberg, Lewis and Ed- 
ward F. MéGrady are turning neat, 
quotable phrases daily, Green contin- 
ues to plod through the English lan- 
guage. 

Too Much at Stake. 


Green’s opponents feel labor has too 
much at stake under the NRA to en- 
trust the leadership to a man whom 
they think lacks the fire and inspira- 
tion to remain on .an even footing 
with Johnson and Richberg. Lewis is 
their man. 

Ask any Green supporter why he 
believes the president will be re-elect- 
ed and he says: 

“Well, we have section 7 of the 
national recovery act and the A. F. 
of L. has added 1,000,000 members; 
that’s your answer.” 

Section 7 guarantees to workers the 
right of collective bargaining through 
representatives of their own choosing. 
It is labor’s safeguard in the NRA, 
and unquestionably Green was influ- 
ential in drafting it. The reply of 
the Lewis supporters to that is: 

“Where was section 7 under the 
automobile code?” 

The automobile code is _ labor's 
worst defeat in the NRA. Manufac- 
turers won the right to insert a clause 
empowering them to “employ, dis- 
charge, advance or retain” workers 
regardless of their affiliation with a 
union. Most of the stigma of that 
defeat is on Green, who hints there 
was some secret agreement between 
NRA officials and automobile manu- 
facturers. 

Lewis, however, led the fight in 
what many persons consider labor’s 
greatest victory—recognition of the 
United Mine Workers by the non- 
union bituminous coal operators.

000 under the previous rather dul 
period. 

Higher grade bonds of all categories 
were inclined to move sluggishly in an 
extremely narrow range, but some 
secondary, or semi-speculative issues 
recorded sizable recessions at times. 
Industrial loans were off only slight- 
ly on the week. The utilities and rails 
were somewhat heavy.. 

In the case of the utilities, the 
movement for rate readjustments 
throughout the country continued to 
be a formidable barrier to any sub- 
stantial progress. The carriers ex- 
hibited some nervousness following 
forecasts of a moderate decline in 
freight car loadings. It was pointed 
out, however, that traffic is still far 
ahead of last year’s volume at this 
time. July net earnings of the lead- 
ing roads, many of which were an- 
nounced during the week, were some 
400 per cent above those of the same 
month in 1932. -

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—(#)—AI- 
though the wings of the Blue Eazgle 
drooped slightly during the past week, 
the route it has outlined for business 
showed steady progress, 

Production in some of the basic in- 
dustries continue to taper off, but re- 
tail distribution has shown further 
improvement. In fact, early esti- 
mates of the August sales volume in- 
dicate that gains over last year ranged 
from 5 per cent to as high as 35 per 
cent, 

However, reports fram some of the 
small centers, as tabulated by trade 
reviews, show that the higher wages 
and wider employment—under the 
stimulus of the national recovery cam- 
paign—have in some cases tripled the 
sales totals of August, 1932. 

Retail sales, it is shown in reports, 
are increasing at a more rapid rate 
than industrial activity is declining. 
While output in many divisions has 
leveled off from the peak positions 
reached a few weeks ago, current 
operations are generally far ahead of 
last year. 

Uncertainty surrounding some of 
the long-term effects of the NRA 
codes has admittedly retarded pro- 
duction schedules. Steel output, as 
estimated by the Iron Age, fell last 
week to 47 per cent of capacity as 
compared with 50 per cent for the 
preceding week. 

Electric power output for the week 
ended August 26—latest reportable 
period—was 13.5 per cent over last 
year, as compared with an increase of 
15.2 per cent registered in the pre- 
vious week, 

Railroad loadings of revenue 
freight as reported for the latest week 
totaled 631.998 cars, four-tenths of 1 
per cent under the preceding week 
but 17.5 per cent ahead of the cor- 
responding week.of 1932. 

Automobile production last week 
showed a marked decline from the 
preceding week.

BEAVER. 

I am happy to say that beaver are 
still to be found in the wilder sec- 
tions of our state. The records of the 
department of. game and fish show 
that they were a good portion of the 
pelts shipped out of this state in the 
past few trapping seasons, and that 
they are now protected through the 
anti-steel trap law. Preservation of 
the beaver is a worthy enterprise, for 
when it is trapped for fur under re- 
strictions, we are certain to have a 
lasting supply of those beautiful 
skins. When, however, uncontrolled 
trapping goes on for any length of 
time, depletion of the supply and 
final extinction of the animals is the 
ony thing that we can expect. 

eaver played a very important 
part in the exploration of the con- 
tinent by the early settlers in the 
north. It is a fact that beaver pelts 
were the medium of exchange, and 
that value was computed on the basis 
of the value of beaver to the trading 


in the fur trade, or at least had 
their beginnings there. Notable among 
these is the Astor fortune. 

The search for beaver led men to 


Not a few of the hereditary 
fortunes of this country were madé

David Ransdell flies the length of Af-
